Washington, Dec. 3 (ZP)— A deficit 
lies ahead and tax rates m ust he 
incr* used, hut still. President Hon 
ver today told congress, the govern­ 
ment's finances are In u thoroughly 
sound condition. 
The deficit he estim ated at $180 
000,000 and he said, iu his annual 
m e s s a g e transm itting tile budget, 
that the one per cen t incom e tat 
reduction granted a year ago could 
not be < oaf inued. 
But he submitted a balanced bud 
get for the fiscal year 1932 and .1 
statement that r ig d 
econom y 
In 
legislation would give the nation a 
surplus 
of 
$30,600,000 
for 
thut 
period. 
A “heavy decrease In probable 
income and the 
n ecessity to In 
T e a s e public works" and aid em 
cloyment, lie said, do “not warrant 
continuation'* of the tax reduction 
The chief executive 
found 
no 
cause for concerti In the impending 
deficit. 
It amounts, he said, to less 
than five per cent of the total gov 
em inent expenditure. 
“When we stop to consider that 
we are 
progressively 
amortizing 
our public debt, and that a bal 
anced budget is being presented for 
1932, even after 
drastic 
writing 
down of 
expected 
revenue," his 
m e s s a g e ran, “ I believe it will be 
agreed that our 
g o v e r n m e n t 
finances are in a sound condllon." 
Warn* C ongress 
Although 
asserting 
appropre 
lions to relieve unem ploym ent and 
help farmers of the drought area 
would tend to increase tho deficit 
as estimated, ho 
expressed 
the 
opinion these needs could ho mot 
without undue danger. 
The president was emphatic in 
worn'ng congress against extrava­ 
gant appropriations. 
Strict econo 
my must bo observed, he said, lf 
the narrow surplus estim ated for 
next year is to be realized arid a 
deficit for that period avoided. 
A tofnl of $3,932,842,000 was re­ 
quested to finance tho government 
through the next fiscal year.

rent appropriations of $ 109,620,000 
for veterans. $61,600,000 for federal 
ald roads. $10,330,000 
for 
public 
buildings, $2,480,660 for prohibition 
enforcement, and 
$35,000,000

loan fund.

The decreases w ere $92,000,000 
for tax refunds, $33,697,000 for na 
tionnl defense, and $22,000,000 for 
interest on the national debt.

A 10.000-gallon tank of crude oil 
exploded and caught fire and the 
blaze quickly spread to seven or 
eight more tankR.

Fast river waterfront and ignited 
eight turpentine tanks. 
T he tire threatened 25 more vats, 
each holding 10,000 gallons of crude 
oil. 
Thlrty-flve fire 
engines and 
four fire boats were rushed to the 
plant from Brooklyn and M anhat­ 
tan.

Two distinct earth shocks, a sec­ 
ond apart, were felt here and in 
the immediate vicinity of the city 
at 2:36 p. rn.

3 (jp)—The fight 
of organized labor for a shorter 
working week will receive frosh im­ 
petus here tomorrow when officials 
of the five big brotherhoods of rail­ 
road workers m eet to 
map 
out 
plans to obtain that goal in tile 
railroad industry. 
The im mediate purpose, accord­ 
ing to David H. Robertson, presi­ 
dent of tho Brotherhood of Loco­ 
motive Firemen and Enginemen. is 
to relieve the present abnormally 
large unemployment 
By reducing 
the number of miles traveled by 
train crews per month and reduc­ 
ing the total hours worked by other 
railroad men. 50,000 railroad men 
now unemployed could be put to 
work at once, he said. 
Temporarily 
t h e 
adjustment 
could be made, 
Robertson 
said, 
without Increasing labor costs for 
the railroads. 
Tho 
ultimate 
purpose 
of 
the 
brotherhoods, how ever, is a com ­ 
plete readjustment of w'orking re­ 
quirements and wages, Robertson 
said. 
The goal 
of tho readjust­ 
ment is understood to be compar­ 
ate! to a six hour day without re­ 
duction from the 
present 
eight 
hours w’ages.
